“With this sad news the depart- 
ment sends to Mrs. Roper deep 
8ympathy'in the great lose she has 
sustained and the highest appre 
ciation of the gallantry and self- 
sacrifice with which Lieutenant- 
Commander Roper gave his life for 
his fellow-men. It was a hero's 
death.” 

The deceased officer was boro in 
Missouri and entered the naval 
service June 25, 1868. He was com- 
missioned to the rank held by him 

at the time of his death on March 
M, 1899, and ordered to the com- 
mand of the Petrel November 15, 
1899. The Petrel was one of the 
vessels under Admiral Dewey at 
the battle of Manila Bay, when she 
wae in charge of Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Wood. The latter officer 
came home shortly after and Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Roper suc- 
ceeded him. 

The Buffalo, on which the re- 
mains will sent home, is now 
used for t transportation of 
troops, and is about toreturn to the 
United States by way of the Medi- 
terranean. 


COMMISSARY SCANDAL. 
ROTTENNESS IS OUTRAGEOUS.

Capt. Frederick J. ws of the 
Thirtieth Volunteer Infantry, quarter- 
master of the Department of Southern 
Luzon, together with seven commis- 
sary sergeants, several civilian clerks, 
a prominent government contractor, 
the assistant manager of the Hotel 
Oriente, the proprietors of three of the 
bakeries im Mantia a numder 
of storekeepers and other persons, have 
been Arrested. The investigation has 
scarcely begun, but thousands of sackd 
of flour, a quantity of bacon and 
,wagonloads of other goods, all bear- 
ing government marks, have been 
found in the possession of unauthoriz- 


ed persons. 

It is alleged that the contractor in 
person who has been doing a business 
approximating $100,000 a month, has 
spent huge sums in entertaining offi- 
cers. A prominent commissary officer 
is accused of leading a scendalously 
immoral! life. 

It is asserted that large quantities 
of stores have been lost or stolen in 
transit, and also that there is a short- 
age in the commissary depot. 

New scandals are developed daily. 
Illicit transactions have been traced 
back to June, 1900, and it is possible 
that there are others of earlier date. 
The exorbitant tariff on provisions 
makes the surreptitious sale of com- 
missary supplies immensely profitable.

The only decent ones we've been able 
to get ve come from Canada, and 
are worth 75 cents a pound. 

“Asparagus is plenty. The long, 
green hothouse asparagus from II- 
nois is worth $7.50 @ dosen bunches, 
and the white hothouse asparagus 
grown around here brings $9 a dozen 
bunches. There are seven stalks in a 
bunch, you know. 

“Mushrooms? Why. all the world 
seems to have gone to raising mush- 
rooms lately. The market is flooded 
with them. Luckily, their popularity 
seems to be increasing with the sup- 
ply. But, after all, the price of first- 
class selected mushrooms hasn't 
dropped. They are still worth $1 a 
pound, though you can get all the 
small mushrooms you want for 50 cents 
a pound. American cooks are using 
the fresh mushrooms more and more 
in sauces and seasoning. 

“In fact, the demand for all sorts of 
out-of-season vegetables and fruits is 
increasing enormously in this country. 
I don't know whether we are becom- 
ing more extravagant or whether the 
class that can afford luxury is increas- 
ing rapidly, but where ten years ago 
one person bought the kinds of winter 
fruit and vegetables we sell a hundred 
them now.”

of Lorraine to the chiefs of the Huron 
tribe of Indians im the early years of 
the seventeenth century, to induce 
them to become allies of the French 
armies, then in Canada. 

At that time the Iroquois were the 
active allies of the British troops. in 
the American colonies and had been 
supplied by the British officers with 
modern implements of war, which they 
used with terrible execution nst 
their hereditary enemies, the uron 
Indians. 

With a view of securing the sym- 
pathy and coiiperation of the Huron 
chiefs, the Countess of Lorraine pre- 
sented fifty of the “Lorraine crosses” 
to the French officers for distribution 
among the chiefs. The form of these 
crosses was limited in its use to the 
Lorraine family by a special edict of 
one of the kings of nee. 

The cross found by Michael Cat 
must have been given to its owner 
some time before the year. 1649, for in 
that year the Hurons were extermi- 
nated by the Iroquois. 

The fact that the cross was found 
in a part of the country occupied by 
the Algonquin Indians—of which tribe 
Longfellow’s Hiawatha was a member 
is regarded as a proof that the Huron 


chief to whom it had belon had 
escaped from his enemies, the Iroquois, 
and had taken up his abode with the 
Algonquins.

Garments. Worn by Filipinos to Ward Off 
the Bullets of American Soldiers—Char- 
acter of Insurgent Soldiers.

While in the Philippines I had the ex- 
treme good fortune to become possessor 
of a Filipino charmed shirt. This gar- 
ment is used to prevent American bul- 
lets from harming the wearer. Fil- 
ipinos, like the American Indians, 
are a superstitious, half-civilized race 
of people, and, like the Indians, be- 
lieve firmly in the use of charms. 
Where the Indians have their medi- 
cine shirts the Filipinos have their 
Anting-anting shirts. Among the Fili- 
pinos are a number of educated men 
who control the masses about them 
and eway the rabble according to 
their pleasure or needs. These men 
are cunning rogues and do nothing 
that will not turn profitably to them- 


selves. 

The “Insurgent Army.” as it is 
called, is made up of a gang of cwut- 
throats and robbers who are the tools 


of these educated men. They go about 


in bands to kill, loot and commit all 
the crimes in the code at their own 
pleasure. Discipline is a minus quan- 
tity among them, and for this reason 
they are able to make no stand what- 
ever before a much inferior force of 
Americans. They simply fire a few 
shots, unless they are particularly well 
fortified, and then run away. Having 
tried all the schemes possible to de- 
feat us they have finally adopted 
tricks. Ambushes are common and a 
great many times result seriously and 
fatally to themselves. Pitfalls are nu- 
merous, but in many cases up to date 
they have failed to succeed. They are 
all cleverly made, but something usu- 
ally happens to prevent our falling in- 
to them. 

During the taking of Taal our troops 
had a close escape from falling into 
one of these traps. We were marching 
along the road leading to the town 
when we were suddenly fired upon 
from a position in the road. Our point 
had come in sight of some trenches 
stretched across the road and immedi- 
ately fire was opened upon us from 
them.

In the hurry one of the men 
in the point got several yards ahead 
of the others, when suddenly the road 
gave way beneath him and he fell 
through It was a cleverly-arranged 
trap. An old stone culvert bridged the 
bed of a dry stream. The center of this 
culvert had been removed and the 
breach covered with bamboo strips, 
leaves and earth until it looked like the 
road proper. The opening thus made 
was about eight feet wide and as long 
as the road was broad. Fifteen 
feet below the surface a large number 
of sharpened stakes were driven into 
the ground, point up, and on these it 
was intended to impale the luckless 
victims while the insurgents shot us 
down from the trenches further along. 
Luckily for us, when we struck the 
spot only one of our men fell through, 
and in falling gathered enough of the 
bamboo strips under him to support 
his weight, thereby saving his own life 
and revealing the trap. 

Among the other devices for destroy- 
ing the Americans in the islands was 
the famous child battalion. The in- 
surgents were reported to have begun 
the organization of a battalion of 
children with which to whip the Am- 
erican forces. It was believed by 
them that the American bullets could 
not harm a child but that the bullets 
fired by the children would invariably 
prove fatal to the Americans. Hew- 
ever, the battalion never materialized, 
and we were saved an overwhelming 
defeat at their small hands. 

But the most famous device for pro- 
tecting themselves against the Ameri- 
can bullets was the Anting-anting 
shirt. This shirt is supposed to be ab- 


lets. It is 


solutely bullet proof, and whosoever the reason, for he never gets 
wears it can never be harmed by bu!- 
the only absolutely sure 


to the . charm the natives use and it can be re- 


lied upon with perfect confidence. The 
shirt is worn beneath the other cloth- 
ing, and every bullet is turned away 
from the lucky person who wears ft. It 
never fails to do all that is claimed 
for it, providing the wearer does noth- 
ing to destroy the charm.” It is this 
one condition which saves the shirt 
from being recognized as a fake. 
When a native becomes a happy pos- 
sessor of an Anting-anting shirt he is 
told that if he does nothing to destroy 
the charm, the shirt will turn aside 
every bullet, and he may go into battle 
‘with perfect safety. The ignorant 
savage believes this and is happy. We 
have often found bodies with the shirt 
upon them, perforated with American 
bullets and dyed with insurgent blood, 


| but they had done something to de- 
stroy the charm, so how could the 


Shirt be expected to save them?

It is made 
of common cotton tloth, covered with

ASTOR A. C. SMITHERS of the 

First Christian Church is preaching

Ev tendency toward di- 
vision in the church was most scath- 
ingly rbuked in the word of God, 
Christ earnestly prayed that His dis- 
cipies might be one, even as He and 
His Father were one. One of the 
greatestweaknesses of the Church of 
Christ today is its divided conditions. 
The seamless robe of Christ is rent in 
twain in the presence of His enemies. 
The heathen world perishes while the 
professed followers of Christ build up 
great denominations or sects. Much 
money and many men are used to build 
up denominations that ought to be 
used to preach the gospel to a perish- 
ing heathendom. One of the gratify- 
ing features, however, of all Christian 
workers today is the great demand for 
Christian union. 

“As a plea for Christian union the 
discipies of Christ as a distinct reli- 
gious body exists. In order to bring 
this about they do not desire to bring 
into existence another denomination, 
but to return to the New Testament 
church as organized by the divinely 
inspired aposties of Christ. They at- 
tempt to restore this church In name, 
therefore they call themselves simply 
Christians and only Christians, and the 
churches of the Church of Christ or 
Christian church. They plead for the 
word of God as the only authoritative 
and all sufficient rule of faith and prac- 
tice for this church. The New Testa- 
ment church had only this book. They 
plead for the restoration of this church 
in the ordinances of the New Testa- 
ment church, namely, Christian bap- 
tism and the Lord's support. They 
plead for this restoration to the New 
Testament place.

APRIL WEATHER PROSPECTS. 


What the Records of the Weather 
Bureau for the Last Twenty-three 
Years Show for That Month. 


If weather history ever repeats itself 
the records for the month of April 
taken by the United States Weather 
Bureau for the past twenty-three years 
may show what may be expected dur- 
ing the next thirty days. A compara- 
tive statement of April weather was 
issued yesterday by the local branch 
of the Weather Bureau, and it con- 
tains some interesting figures. The 
normal temperature for the month; that 
is, the average mean temperature dur- 
ing the period covered by the bulletin, 
is % deg. The warmest April was that 
of 1885, with an average temperature 
of 63 deg.: the coldest was in 1836, when 
the average was 56. The highest tem- 
perature during the month was on 
April 138, 1888, and on the corresponding 
day of 1898, when the mercury reached 
the 99 mark. The coldest April day 
was on the Ast, in 1896, when the tem- 
perature was 38 deg. 
The «a precipitation for the 
month is 1.36 Inches; the greatest 
monthly precipitation was in 1880, when 
the rainfall amounted to 6.06 inches. 
rainfall in 1897, when 
only .02 of an inch was recorded. On 
April 10, 1884, 2.20 Inches fell in twen- 
ty-four hours. The average number 
of clear days is 12; partly cloudy, 17; 
cloudy, 6 prevailing winds have 
mn from the west, and the highest 
velocity recorded was 42 miles 
hour, on April 12, 1883.
